As a result of the telephone interview between Mr. Benjamin P. Westover, 
Reg. 56,612, and Examiner Trong Phan, on 12/6/06, the final office action of 1 1/8/06 
has been withdrawn in order to place the case in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The feature of "N system data bus connected to the memory controller, each of 
the N system data buses having a width of M/N bits, where M is a natural number and N 
is a natural greater than or equal to 2", as recited in claims 1-2, 4-9, 11-16 and 18-25, is 
patentable. 

(Ryan, 6,662,226, only discloses the teaching of providing N 8-bit system data 
bus 106 to each of separate and distinct one of the memory modules. Therefore, the 
rejection of claims 1-2, 4-9, 11-16 and 18-25 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kuge, 6,466,496, in view of Ryan, 6,662,226, and Johnson et al., 
6,233,650, is not rationale).
